Notifiable  Disease  has  not  been  very  prevalent.  Eight  cases  of  diphtheria  and  six  of  scarlet 
fever  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Nine  complete  analyses  of  water  have  been  made  and  in  four  wells  some  pollution' was  thereby 
discovered,  which  pollution  has  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Schools  at  Ditchling  and  Firle  have  been  closed  on  my  advice  for  measles  and  diphtheria 
respectively. 

The  whole  District  has  now  been  inspected  under  the  1909  Act,  and  records  made  of  3,250 
houses.
